“Tho old man’s got courage,” 
said one of his supporters, “and he’s showing 
it. 
It is the first time he has had any occa­ 
sion to do so—not that he has ever b een a 
coward, b ut that all he has ever got has 
come to him almost without solicitation. But 
this time its whip or b o whipped, and lie’s 
standing up to the ex igencies of the occasion.” 
The defection of The Toledo Blade has sur­ 
prises! tho Sheruian men, and equally elated 
their opponents.

But Tues­

While the queen was ho lding a receptio n in 
the captain's salo o n o f the ro yal yacht Vic­ 
to ria and Albert during the naval review at 
Subhead o n Saturday, Lo rd Beresfo rd sig­ 
nalled fro m the ro yal yacht to the Enchan­ 
tress, o ne o f til» ! ships co mprising the ro yal 
esco rt fleet. The captain o f the Enchantress 
suppo sed when the s gnnlhng began that he 
w as abo ut to receive special ro yal co mmands, 
but became enraged a? the message, “Tell 
Lady Beresfo rd # to go immediately o n bo ard 
this yacht Lancashire Witch, where 1 will 
jo in her,” was slo wly spelled o ut. 
The breach o f etiquette invo lved in the 
sending o f a perso nal message fro m the 
ro val yacht ex cept at the queen's co mmand 
nearly paralyzed tho captain o f the En­ 
chantress. 
He was afraid to repo rt Lo rd 
Charles Beresfo rd, a lo rd o f the admiralty, 
but so mething must be do ne to punish the 
heino us o ffense, so he to ld the sto ry to a 
Times repo rter and that paper published it o n 
Mo nday- 
The fact beco ming public there 
was no thing left fo r Lo rd Beresfo rd to do but 
to resign, which he did. 
The incident has no parallel in the annals 
o f the British naval service and was virtually 
a gro s3 insult to her majesty.

the admiralty o ffice were delighted o ver the 
disgrace and resignatio n o f Lo rd Beresfo rd, 
who se ideas o f refo rm have co mpelled them 
to ex hibit signs of life, but their delight was of 
sho rt duratio n. Lo rd Beresfo rd has been re­ 
quested by the queen to withdraw his 
resig­ 
natio n, his actio n in sending a private signal 
fro m the I’o yal yacht being* regar e l by her

COLORED TROOPS AT CHICAGO.

Chicago , July 27.—Gen. C. S. Bentley, 
general manager o f the internatio nal mili­ 
tary encampment to be held here the co m­ 
ing fall, was asked abo ut that embargo o n 
co lo red so ldiers.

o rder was his o wn and he accepted full re­ 
spo nsibility fo r it The management o f the 
encampment tho ught differently, and at a 
meeting Tuesday they co ncluded that after 
inviting all the w’o rld to tbe sho w it wo uld be 
4 glaring inco nsistency to shut o ut their o wn 
citizens because they were no t white. Gen. 
Bentley’s o rdered was therefo re abro gated 
and the crack so uthern co mpanies have Chi­ 
cago ’s permissio n to stay aw'ay if they can’t 
stand the presence o f “nigger” tro o ps.

The oppon en ts of the sen ator were 
d oin g the most talkin g an d makin g the big­ 
gest n ois j, an d their tactics were hav in g so 
much effect that had it n ot been for Sher­ 
man 's opportun e arriv al a stamped e of his 
supporters would hav e been amon g the possi­ 
bilités. 
As it was, his presen co prov ed an 
in spiration . 
“Tho old m an ’s got courage,” 
said on e of his supporters, “an d he's showin g 
it. 
It is tho first time he bas had an y occa­ 
sion to d o so—n ot that he has ev er been a 
coward , but that all ho has ev er got has 
come to him almost w ithout solicitation . But 
this time its whip or bo whipped , an d lie’s 
stan d in g up to the exigen cies of the occasion .”

The witness named the men ho paid mo ney 
to , amo ng them being Pat McCarthy, Mike 
Wasserm a n , J o h n 
Hannigan (who is no w 
absent with the inten­ 
tio n o f staying so ), 
Adam Ochs, Van Pelt, 
Charles F. Lvnn. Me* 
Claughrey, Leyden— 
in fact nearly uli tho 
co mmissio ners w e r e 
-i sharers in the « j>oil. 
He paid Van Pelt $1,- 
iflJO o ne year lieeause 
he (Van Pelt) to ld Bip- 
per that as chairman 
o f the bo ard he had great influence, and was 
wo rth mo re than a mere co mmissio ner. 
Be­ 
sides lie (Van Peit) had been o ffered $2,000 
by ano ther butcher. 
Bipperat o ne time paid 
o ne Dave Clark, a co mmissio ner, £ 500 to vo te 
against giving tho co ntract to him (Ripper) 
because an ho nest co mmissio ner smelled a 
mo use when Clark vo t 'd fo r any bo ly. 
Besides attending to his o wn little matters, 
Bipper also lo o ked niter several o tle r co n­ 
tracts—the bread co ntract uud the milk co n­ 
tract. He co llected the 
mo ney fro m these peo ­ 
ple and paid it to the 
co mmissio ners, and al­ 
ways “played fairly,” 
he said. 
When it was 
decided to sell the re­ 
fo rm scho o l lo t Bipper 
to ld the bo o dlers he 
wo uld like to buy it. 
They held a meeting 
a t Washerman's « a- “bu c k ” m'caRTHY, 
lo o n and later“Buck” McCarthy to ld witness he 
co uld have the lo t pro vided he gave $9,000 to 
“the bo ys.” He did no t get the pro perty, ho w­ 
ever, because the sale was sto pped by an in­ 
junctio n. 
He had given Wren $500, arrang­ 
ing with him to vo te against the sale so as to 
divert suspicio n. He then wanted his $500 
back, but Wren never paid it. The cro ss-ex­ 
aminatio n did no t weaken this witness’ testi­ 
mo ny. 
He said during it that lie had no t 
swindled the co unty during these deals, as he 
had furnished go o d meat at a fair price and 
tiie mo ney he gave the co mmissio ners he co n­ 
sidered as presents to secure their go o d will. 
Co mmissio ner Finley A. McDo nald went 
o n tho witness stand next, and testified 
against his co lleagues. 
He related the par­ 
ticulars o f what is kno wn as the co unty co urt 
ho use paint deal, and had so mething to say 
abo ut Bipper’s meat co ntracts. 
He had re­ 
ceived vario us sums fo r vo ting fo r certain 
co ntracts, and knew that o ther co mmissio n­ 
ers had taken mo ney fo r their vo tes. 
Elisha A. Ro binso n, a who lesale gro cer, 
testified that he had furnished go o ds to the 
co unty since 18S3. 
He had paid a co mmis­ 
sio n o f 10 per cent, fo r the privilege, the 
mo ney go ing to certain o f the indicted co m­ 
missio ners, who m he named. 
When asked 
ho w he co uld affo rd to pay the co mmissio ns, 
Mr. Ro binso n said: “I made up tho differ­ 
ence so metimes in prices, and so metimes in 
quantity.”

While the queen was ho lding a receptio n in 
the captain's salt » on o f tho ro yal yacht Vic­ 
to ria and Albert during the naval review at 
S pithead o n » Saturday, Lo rd Bo res fo rd sig­ 
nalled fro m the ro yal yacht to the Enchan­ 
tress. o ne o f the ship? co mprising the ro yal 
esco rt fleet. The captain o f the Enchantress 
suppo sed when the s gnnlhng l*egan that he 
was alxmt to receive special ro yal co mmands, 
but became enraged as the message, “ Tell 
Lady Be res fo rd # to go immediately o n bo ard 
the yacht Lancashire Witch, where 1 will 
jo in her,” was slo wly spelled o ut. 
The breach o f etiquette invo lved in the 
sending o f a perso nal message fro m the 
ro vnl yacht except at the queen’s co mmand 
nearly paralyzed tho captain o f the En­ 
chantress. 
He was afraid to repo rt I» rd 
Charles Beresfo rd, a lo rd o f the admiralty, 
but so mething must he do ne to punish the 
heino us o ffense, so he to ld the sto ry to a 
Times repo rter and that paner published it o n 
Mo nday- 
Tho fact beco ming public there 
was no thing left fo r Lo rd Beresfo rd to do but 
to resign, which he did. 
The incident ha? no parallel in the annals 
o f the British naval service and was virtually 
a gro ss insult to her ma jesty. 
Tho fo ss Is o f 
the admiralty o ffice were delighted o ver the 
disgrace and resignatio n o f Lo rd Beresfo rd, 
who se ideas o f refo rm have co mpiled them 
to exhibit signs o f life, but their delight was o f 
sho rt duratio n. 
Lo rd Beresfo rd lias been re­ 
quested by the queen to withdraw his resig­ 
natio n, his actio n in sending a private signal 
fro m the ro yal yacht being' regar e l by her 
majesty as merely a mino r breach o f eti­ 
quette with extenuating circumstances,

or East river. 
By the middle of April, 
anyway, some lx>y has hud the founda­ 
tion for rheumatism by hiking a header 
off a doc k. 
He may not have stayed in 
long, but be has,achieved a feat as great 
as dropping off the Brooklyn bridge. 
Tlu* first swim, lieing only for distinc­ 
tion, is not of long duration. 
If the boy 
“ goes under,” or in other words huIf* 
mergcs himself « entirely from the crown 
of his beatl to the soles of his feet, he lias 
taken the belt for the season. 
A!out 
twelve seconds If .enough for him to go to 
the bottom, clutch a handful of mud and 
come to the surface. When liis head pops 
up out of water lve blows like a porpoise 
and makes straightway for the strin 
piece of the dock. 
lie pulls himself out 
and reserves his exhibition of endurance 
under the water or on the surface of the 
water for a time \vh *n it docs not seem 
as if lie had dropped into the tank of the 
Business Men's Moderation society in 
front of the jmru office, which is loath'd 
up with ice every morning in order t<> 
give a wintry taste to the Croton that 
runs out of the faucets during tie* day. 
He is as blue ns a whetstone, hie teeth 
rattle like a loose casement in l ie* wind, 
and the cloth trunk, if he has taken the 
trouble to put one on, feels in tlu* ruhinp 
air like a piece of flexible ice around his 
loins. 
As soon, lxnvovcr, as I»«* bus got 
his clothes on and run up and down tlu* 
dock a few time's to set hi- blood in cir­ 
culation. he feels like a young Comanche 
brave who has lifted hair for the first 
time. 
He goes down on tlw* river front, 
around the Battery and up the other, to 
let every 1> y who is perched on a scru A 
bing [Mist know that he is the earliest 
ablutionist. 
There are a number of f rev baths sta­ 
tioned along the river front, but the wa­ 
ter just outside of them feels different to 
any boy from that inside of them. 
It is 
contrary to the city ordinances for anv 
boy, or anybody else for that matter, to 
go in swimming in the vicinity of any 
dock where passengers embark or disem­ 
bark. 
It is also contrary to the city ordi­ 
nances for anybody to go into the water 
at any point improperly dressed, and as 
there can be no change from bathing to 
street attire without transcending the reg­ 
ulation, at least for a moment, swimming 
in any event puts the swimmer under the 
ban of the police. 
The same spirit that 
animates the bald headed, red headed or 
any other headed eagle to fly high and 
roost out of the way of buckshot—tlie 
desire for freedom and immunity from 
danger—animates the small boy in keep­ 
ing out of the reach of the blue coated 
and brass buttoned minions of the law 
when sporting in forbidden water. 
It is 
one of the greatest problems that a po­ 
liceman ever tried to solve to catch a 
small boy in the water when the water is 
so warm that the boy can stay in it with­ 
out the danger of the blood congealing in 
liis veins and thus filling his system with 
icicles. 
At this season of the year the young 
water dogs can float in the water all day, 
which is a good deal longer than a ¡» olice- 
man can stay on watch. 
The boys have 
to go to the open piers to reach the water, 
the bands on the covered piers refusing 
to have them around. 
They slide down 
tho big piles and get on the stringpieces 
underneath, where they proceed to dis­ 
robe. A policeman might think ke would 
have tho swimmers at his mercy if he 
could get under the pier and obtain poe- 
cession of their clothes.

INGENIOUS MECHANICAL TOYS. 


Pajijiet# T ln tt With 
A lm o n t llnumi*— 
W o n d e r f u l * C o n triva n e « « . 
Puppets or marionettes wen* patronized 
by L>lh the Greeks and Romans, and 
automata, which are the inventions that 
on* now principally dealt in, also go back 
to a remote paritxl. 
Vulcan’s tripod on 
wheels has the authority of 
llomer; 
Danlalus made moving statiu« ; Archytas 
of Tarentum, 400 B. C., invented a 
wooden pigeon‘that could fly in the air. 
In the Fifteenth century Regiomantamus 
made an iron fly that moved through tin* 
atmosphere, and afterward an automatic 
eagle, which, on the arrival of the Em- 
jK*ror Maximilian at Nurend>erg, flew 
forth to meet him. 
Albertus Magnus is 
ercdit<*d with constructing a head that 
moved and talked, and which so fright­ 
ened Thomas Aquinas that he smashed it 
into pieces, Albertus exclaiming when he 
saw his achievement destroyed, “ So per­ 
ishes tin* work of thirty years!” Roger 
Bacon made a speaking bead of brass, 
which excited awe among all who heard 
it. 
Speaking automata have been fre­ 
quently attempted of late years, but the 
great difficulty lies in simulating the hu­ 
man voice, 
i'll** most successful of these 
efforts was perhaps that of Professor 
Faber, of Vienna, exhibited in London 
forty years ago under the name of Eu- 
phonia. Falx*r worked twenty-five years 
at the automaton. The figure enunciated 
words and also sang. 
Th**re was an ar­ 
rangement of hollow pipes, pedals and 
keys, which the inventor played to 
“ prompt the discourse.” 
Willars do Ilanecort, in the Thirteenth 
century, 
constructed 
an 
angel that 
“ would always point with his finger to 
the sun.” 
The Marquis of Worcester 
made an artificial hope that would carry 
a rider as swiftly a* i l lie were a genuine 
barb. 
Philip Camiik invented a wonder­ 
ful group of automata for Louis XIV—a 
coach and four horses, that started off 
with a crack of a whip, the horses pranc­ 
ing, trotting and galloping in turn; it ran 
along until it got In front of the king, 
when it stopped, when a toy footman de­ 
scended and opening the carriage door 
handed out a lady “ with born grace.” 
The lady made a courtesy, presented a pe­ 
tition to his majesty, and re-entering her 
carriage wns driven away. 
Gen. De 
Gennes, a Frenchman, who defended the 
colony of St. Christopher against the 
English about 1088, amused himself by 
making an automaton peacock, which 
walked about in all its pride of extended 
feathers, and picking up corn from the 
ground swallowed it. 
The king of automata constructors was 
J aques Vaucanson, born at Grenoble in 
1701» . 
While quite a boy he made sev­ 
eral self moving figures. 
Tho bent of 
his mind was determined by a rather pe­ 
culiar circumstance. 
Being left to him­ 
self in the house of a friend to which he 
went with his mother, ho perceived 
through the crack of a partition an old 
clock with slowly swinging pendulum, 
which excited his attention. 
Next time 
ho visited this house he had a pencil and 
paper with him, and made a rough 
sketch of the clock. 
By earnest study 
and investigation he succeeded in mak­ 
ing a clock of liis own out of pieces of 
wood, and his wooden clock kept time 
fairly well. 
Then began his experiments 
with automata. 
He made a wooden 


chapel, with moving figures of priests. 
He invented a hydraulic machine for the 
city of Lyons, and Inter, in tho same 
p la c e , perfected a machine for silk weav­ 
ing that caused the work people to rise 
against him in arms. 
His first great 
achievement in automata was his flute 
player, which was one of tho wonders of 
J iis time. 
Ho had been ill, and made it 
during bis convalescence. 
Tho fovend 
parts of ir. were made by different work­ 
men to prevent its discovery. 
Only a 
faitnful servant aided bim in his secret. 
According to D’Alembert, the remark­ 
able figure stood on a pedestal, in which 
a portion of the mechanism was con­ 
cealed, and tho player not only blew into 
the instrument, but with its Ups increased 
or diminished tho sound, performing tho 
legato and staccato passages with perfec­ 
tion, and fingering with complete accu­ 
racy. 
It was «'X hi » dic'd in Paris in ltl'S, 
and made a great sensation. 
Vaucanson 
next made a flageolet player, and later a 
mechanical duck, which waduled. swam, 
dived and quacked, and, like Do Gennes’ 
peacock, picking up and swallowing its 
food. 
Ho was engaged on an endless 
chain when he died, 
lie willed all bij 
automata to tho king. 
MaotzG, the inventor of the metro­ 
nome and of several musical automata, 
opened an exhibition i:i Vienna in ISO9, 
with a life size automaton trumpeter c.s 
tho chief attraction. When the audience 
entered all they saw was a tent. 
Alter 
a limo the curtain parted, and Maetzel 
appeared leading forward a trumpeter in 
tho full regimentals of an Austrian 
dragoon. 
By pressing the left epaulet 
of tho figure lie made it play cavalry 
calls and a march, and an allegro by 
Weigl, accompanied by a full band of 
living musicians. 
Nor was this nil. The 
figure retiml and reappeared as a trum­ 
peter of the French guard. 
Maetzcl 
wound it up on the left hip, pressed once 
more on the left epaulet, and it played 
the French cavalry calls, r, French cav­ 
alry march, n march by Dncselc and one 
of Pleyel’s allegros, the full band again 
accompanying. 
Knauss again exhibited at Vienna an 
automaton that wrote, and the Droz s, 
father and son, constructed several me­ 
chanical figures that !x>th wrote raid 
played musical instruments. 
A panto­ 
mime in five acts was performed by a 
troupe of puppets in Paris in 1729, and 
Blenfalt, in 1740. got up a representation 
of “ Tho Bombardment of Antwerp,” by 
automata- 
Another piece performed by 
Blenfalt’s automata, which he called 
comedians practicians, was “ The Grand 
Assault of Borg-op-Zoom.” —» » Romance 
of Invention,”

tices of eviction were served ff>r nonpay­ 
ment of state and municipal taxes.

population of the city proper be ing at the 
time roughly 7o3,000, it follows that 
atxmi one in every twelve Viennese hac 
the legal sword suspended over him.

no fewer than 14,79a cases the eviction., 
were actually carried out.

The doctor then thought of the 
sedative effect of perfumery, and argued 
that if he could êo deceive the patient as 
to cause the imagination to attribute to 
the article administered the delicate flavor 
of the perfumery the effect upon the ol­ 
factory nerves would bo soothing iqx>n 
the nerves of the palate and stomach. 
Some simple diet was given in a spoon 
held with a handkerchief upon which a 
delicate perfume was sprinkled. 
The 
effect was excellent, and after a short 
time medicines could bo given in the same 
way, and were retained without further 
disturbance of the stomach, and the pa­ 
tient rapidly recovered. 
This plan of masking the sense of taste 
through the influence of perfumery upon 
the olfactory nerves may be equally pleas­ 
ant to adults.—Popular Science.
